14 SECTION 1. BE IT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF
15 MARYLAND, That the Laws of Maryland read asfollows:

EDUCATION REQUIREMENT AS A CONDITION TO THE RENEWAL OF LICENSESUNDER
THIS SECTION.

[(8)] (P The Secretary may determine that licenses issued under this subtitle
shall expire on a staggered basis.

(] (G) (1) If an individual who, on or before September 30, 1999, holdsa
limited license to provide esthetic services files an application to renew thelicense,
the Board shall grant awaiver of the requirement for completion of hours of
instruction under 8 5-305(c)(3)(ii) of this subtitle that are in addition to the hours of
instruction required on or before that date.

(2 If an individual who, on or before September 30, 1999, holds alimited
license to provide manicuring services files an application to renew the license, the
Board shall grant awaiver of the requirement for completion of hours of instruction
under 8 5-305(d)(3)(ii) of thissubtitle that are in addition to the hours of instruction
required on or before that date.

October 1, 2004.
